Congressmen Bitter About Ad- 
vice Not to Buy Given 
Last Summer. 


Washington, January 9$.—Investiga- 
tion of the coal shortage by the senate 
manufactures committee turned today 
to conditions in Ohio, Missouri and the 
national capital.

Hardman remaining on the stand two 
hours. 

On his own request he was relieved 
of service on the executive committee 
of the state council of defense, of whieh 
he is a member, not, as he said, because 
he feels he is on trial, but because 
the fact that the council is investigat- 
ing a situation with which his admin- 
istration is~ conterned. 

‘The governor, in organizing the court 
of inquiry, said he had convoked a Bes- 
sion of the executive committee of the 
state council of defense for the purpose 
of investigating the fuel situation of 
the state as a whole, and not golely for 
going into the status in any one com- 
munity or city. He felt it his duty, 
he said, to convoke the council, as the 
only state machinery designed for this 
purpose, in order that absolute facts 
may be revealed, and that it may be 
seen whether or not anything can be 
done to relieve the present situation. 

The investigation, he said, would be 
conducted as follows: 

First, to inquire into and determine 
whether or not the state of Georgia 
has been discriminated against in any 
way by the United States fuel admin- 
istration, or whether the state has been 
equitably and fairly t®eated. “In this,” 
he said, “we are not going to make any 
promises other than that we will en- 
deavor to get the facts and present 
them to the people.” 

Second, to determine whether or not 
there is an actual shortage of coal, if 
such a shortage is due to insufficient 
output by the mines, to economic con- 
ditions or to lack of transportation fa- 
cilities or their improper handling. 
Determining these things by such facts 
as may be gathered, to arrive at a con- 
clusion of whether or not the people 
of the state will have to go back to 
the woodpile, or may expect an early 
relief. 

Third, to see if anything can be 
done by the state council of defense to 
aid the fuel administrator in Georgia 
and his organization; to ascertain 
whether or not there is or has been 
any combination among the coal dealers 
of any community, or whether they 
have been acting with fairness and im- 
partiality with the people in the mat- 
ter of distribution of coal. If it is 
found that has not been done, or that 
there has been any combination, the 
governor said, there are several ave- 
nues of procedure. 

To inquire into and determine wheth- 
er or not the statements contained in 
the affidavit of Rev. J. W. Ham are 
true or untrue. If they are found to be 
true, that the people shall know it; 
if untrue, that the people are entitled, 
likewise, to know that. If any coal 
dealers are found not to be treating the 
public fairly that, too, shall be known 
to the people. 

The governor announced that, in or- 
der to properly develop the facts, he 
bas delegated Attorneys Edgar Watkins 
and Eugene Dodd, of the Atlanta bar,

DR. HARDMAN’:

Dr. Lc G. Hardman made an elabo- 
rat: and exhaustive statement, going 
fully and frankly into the organization 
of the ‘fuel administration in Georgia.

other. Dr. Hardman explained that the 
July, 19146, ross margin of the two 
dealers might be _ different, «whic 
would be one explanation for a differ- 
ence in price today. 

Governor oreey then asked Dr. 
Hardman if there is any way to bring 
about uniformity of price. 

Dr, Hardman replied with an illus- 
tration of how a_ difference in the 
gross margins of two dealers for July, 
1915, would affect a difference in price 
today. But should a consumer or any- 
body feel that the price is not justified 
or is unfair, stated Dr. Hardman, he 
can report the case to his local coal 
administrator or committee, who will 
look into the facts of the case and fix 
what they believe to be a fair price. 
This price is transmitted to the state 
administrator and then to Washington 
for ratification. In answer to another 
question Dr, Hardman replied that this 
method of procedure can be applied to 
Sao dealers as well as anywhere 
else. e 


The governor asked Dr. Hardman iff 


he had made any investigation into the 
prices being charged, and he replied 
that he had sent men to make such an 
investigation. 

A member of Mr. McClure’s commit- 
tee wished to know how much coal had 
been shipped into Georgia during the 
fuel administration. Dr. Hardman said 
he had endeavored to obtain this in- 
formation, but had been unable to do 
so; that he had wired Dr. Garfield for 
this information, but had not been able 
to get it. Governor Dorsey asked Dr. 
Hardman if he knew any other way he 
could find out, and he said that he did 
not. Various citizens suggested that the 
government could find out at the 
mines; that ecial representatives if 
sent to the nes could find out, or 
that the in ation could be obtain- 
ed from the car-movement records of 
the railroads. Dr. Hardman stated that 
he is now endeavoring to find out from 
various Georgia cities how much they 
have received, and that he has already 
made investigations as to amounts re- 
ceived by cotton mills.

“In the average home the husband 
or the son looks after the business 
side of it, the taxes, the insurance, 
emergency repairs, etc., many women 
having no responsibility in or knowl- 
edge of business,’ Mr. Parker stated. 

“In case of business complications in 
such families, misfortune or illness, 
the civilian relief committee of the 
Red Cross acts as an aid, in an advisory 
or directing capacity.

TONE OF SUBMARINES: 
EXTENDED BY GERMANY 


Region Around Cape Verde 
Islands, Off the African 
Coast, Are Included. 


London, January 9.—Further exten- 
sion of the submarine barred zone is 
announced in a wireless statement sent 
out by the German government. It be- 
comes operative on January 11. 

The extensions which are particular- 
ized in the message affected the region 
around “enemy supporting points” on 
the Cape Verde islands and the point 
of support of Dakar, French Senegal, 
with the adjoining coastal district. 
The barred zone around the Azores 1s 
extended easterly over the island of 
Madeira, which “serves our adversaries 
as a point of support.” 


The Cape Verde islands are off the 
western coast of Africa and Dakar is 
near Cape Verde on the African coast. 
The island of Madeira is 440 miles from 
the coast of Morocco and lies south- 
east of the Azores and on the direct 
ship routes to the Cape Verde islands. 
The Cape Verde islands and Madeira 
belong to Portugal. 

The German barred zone was ex- 
tended around the Azores late last No- 
vember, at which time the channel to 
Greece left open in the Mediterranean 
also was closea.

RUSS TROOPS OPPOSE 
DISHONORABLE PEACE. 


Petrograd, January 9.—As the Rus- 
sian peace delegates passed along the 
way to renew the negotiations with the 
Germans the Russian troops in the 
trenches near’ Brest-Litovsk urged 
upon Leon Trotzky, the Bolshevik for- 
eign minister: 

“Be firm. Don’t make a dishonorabld 
peace.” 

A dispatch detailing this and other 
tmportant facts was received at Smol- 
ny, the Bolshevik headquarters, this 
‘afterhoon. Trotzky replied to this 
urging: 

“We did not overthrow the czar to 
bow to German imperialism,” 

The tenor of the dispatch indicated 
that the Russians would continue to in- 
| sist upon the transfer of the confer- 
ence to a neutral state in order to gain 
which the Russians 
consider extremely important. 

The Bolshevik headquarters is re- 
ceiving by telegraph the comments of 
the German press, among others that 
of The Frankfurter Zeitung, which in 
an editorial declares that Germany 
should not hesitate to move the con- 
ference elsewhere, as the question of 
place was no rock on which to break 
off this most important conference. 

Peace delegates of Ukraine con- 
ferred yesterday at Brest-Litovsk with 
the Bolshevik delegates and reached an 
agreement whereby the Russian au- 
thorities consent to consider Ukraine 
an independent factor in making such 
terms as its leaders deem advisable with 
the Germans,

Contempt_of Court 
To Allow Prisoners 
Liquor, Is Charge 


Federal prisoners should be treated 
as prisoners and not as saloon patrons, 
according to Hooper Alexander, United 
States district attorney, who filed a 
petition Wednesday morning before 
Judge William T. Newman, seeking a 
ruling to compel W. A. Crowe, sheriff 
of,Hall county, to show why he should 
not be punished for contempt of court 
for disregarding orders of the federal 
court, 

The petition of the district attorney 
was based on information furnished by 
E. C, Yellowley, internal revenue agent, 
who has been gathering evidence 
against prisoners charged with violat- 
ing the federal liquor law. It is al- 
leged that prisoners in the Hall county 
jail were allowed to become drunk and 
were not restrained at all times, but 
were permitted to visit their homes 
from time to time. The prisoners men- 
tioned specifically are D. E. Barrett, of 
White county, and Tom Carter, of Ste- 
phens county. A hearing in the case 
was set by Judge Newman for Jan- 
uary 19.

Two twenty-million-gallon pumps, 
costing about $200,000 each, are two 
of the items on the proposed waterworks 
budget submitted by General Manager 
W. Zode Smith Wednesday in his an- 
nual report to the water commission. 

Mr, mith estimates that approxi- 
mately one million dollars should be 
appropriated for the waterworks de- 
partment for 1918. Other big items in 
the tentative budget are the installa- 
tion of a coagulating basin, at a cost 
of approximately $175,000; building a 
dam at the Chattahoochee river and 
buying equipment necessary to the 
plant’s operation. 

The cost of operating and maintain- 
ing the waterworks department in 1917, 
exclusive of the cost of laying the ten- 
mile water main to the cantonment, 
wag $286,397.54, and the total receipts 
of the department for the same period 
amounted to $557,136.08.

A HIGHWAY REVOLUTION. 


Decision by the federal government to 
tnitiate a motor truck parcel post service, 
beginning in Georgia, but eventually to 
ramify every state in the union, means the 
beginning of a revolution in transportation 
that in a short while will be as far-reaching 
as the parcel post. 

When the parcel post system was first 
established it was on an experimental basis, 
and now everybody wonders how the coun- 
try got along without it. 

So it undoubtedly will be with the motor 
While it is 
being inaugurated on a try-out basis it will 
as inevitably be successful and become just 
as necessary as the parcel post system. 

The first consideration is that in order 
to reap the full benefit of the system Geor- 
gia has at once to put itself abreast of the 
“times in the matter of state highway devel- 


oo 


_opment, because the success of the new fed- 
eral plan absolutely and inevitably depends 


upon good roads. 
Our present system of handling the high- 
way situation is hopelessly inadequate. 
There are approximately $600,000 of gov- 


ernment money tow available for applica- 


tion on the highways of this state—and a 
considerable part of it has been available 
for almost three years—but of legal neces: 
gity it must be matched dollar for dollar 
with Georgia, money. 

Up to now not a pick has been struck 
Into the ground in Georgia under the federal- 
aid act! 

Our present system is too cumbersome; 
something is fundamentally and materially 
wrong with it. And the Georgia general as- 
sembly can do nothing better at its next 
meeting than to apply itself to the remedy. 

The highway commission must be clothed 
with more power. 

The legislature must provide means by 
which the commission can every year match 
the federal-aid fund for Georgia dollar for 
dollar without all the circumlocution, pro- 
crastination and uncertainty that now sur- 
rounds the administration of the highway 
department. 

Under existing conditions a county board 
ean bind its county to join in the general 
plan only for the duration of the life of the 


board. 


The law should be changed so as to per-. 


mit such action by a county board to become 
binding upon the county. 

'  §uppose, as an illustration, every county 
between here and Macon should agree to 
come in and co-operate in the Atlanta-Macon 
‘Bighway project.

Editor Constitution: That a partnership 
between prosperity and waste is impossible 


| was proven by our attempt to market dairy 


produce from cows carrying tieks. 

No cow can waste 100 to 200 pounds of 
precious blood annually, to pestiferous tieks, 
and have enough left to support herself 
and contribute through her udder the dairy- 
man’s selling product. 

That tiek eradication was absolutely es- 


‘sential to dairy prosperity was realized by 


all of us who scientifically studied the breed- 


| ing, developing and marketing of registered 


and their product. 

The heretofore hidden or bDut-spoken op- 
ponents of tick eradication are now anxious 
for their past records to be forgotten, 

The greatest of the many burdens of tick 
eradication has never been stated by the 
statisticians, nor can it even approximately 
be explained in written or verbal statement, 
nor in dollars and cents, 

I refer to the depressing mental effect 
on the would-be live gtock man resident in 
tick-infested territory, finding every animal, 
no matter how excellent the pedigree, in- 
dtvidually inferior to one raised in a tick- 


free county. 


Balaneed rations, scientific care, tran- 
scendent pedigree, are all more than coun- 


| ter-balanced by the presence of a parasite 


carrying the fever germ. 

This unmeasurable psychological effect 
ia necessarily omitted in arguments favor- 
ing tick eradication in a community divided 


'on the economic benefits of the work. 


Stopping thig one leak in economic cCat- 
tle farming, i. e., the loss of blood by ticks, 
is not the end of our work for the con- 
servation of agriculture. Next comes tu- 
berculin testing and removal of all cattle 
reacting. 

The building of sereened ventilated cow 


| stables adapted not to northern, but to south- 


ern climatic conditions. This form of sta- 
ble will eliminate largely loss by sickness. 

A waste that should be estopped is go- 
this very day around every syrup 
mill in Georgia. 
and spoiled cane and sorghum pomace.

ANSWER—Arsenic poisoning may account 
for the skin trouble—arsenic is present more 
or less in tin, Frequent applications ef 
lanolin (wool fat) sheuld be used for the 
hands) Fumigation after tuberculosis ig net 
advisable, we believe. Rather, thorough soap 
and water cleaning off woodwork and floors, 
and if walls are soiled repapering or paint- 
ing, then ventilation with open windows’ for 

a few days will make the house absolutely 
at to live in. If the patient was Propeply 
nursed there ig no reason to believe that 
the house requires any more than ordinary 
cleaning. The idea of fumigation after 
tuberculosis is a sort of hang-over from the 
days wh@n some classes of people were go 
ignorantipr vicious as to spit on the fleor 
and on the walls—and we regret to say that 
such people are still permitted to live in

The commanding officers of each 
regiment will co-operate in the big ed- 
ucational movement, and they will per- 
sonally name the instructors for the 


, schools in their respective organiza- 


tions. 
It has also been arranged for the Y. 


M. C. A. at Camp Gordon to establish 


a normal training school, with courses 
in a number of useful trades for the at- 
tendance of the men on the reservation. 
This school will be also under the direc- 
tion of the central military commit- 


tee, 

The correct use of English, however, 
will be the chief subject to which the 
achools will direct their attention and 
efforts, particularly in the beginning 
of the execution of this new and ex- 
tensive educational plan. The reason 
for this is that there are now approxi- 
mately 3,500 men in the division who 
cannot speak English at all and that 
there are approximately 5,000 men at 
camp who are foreigners. 

Others to Attend. 

When the large number of men who 
have never had the opportunity of ac- 
quiring an education is also taken into 
consideration, an idea can be obtained 
of the gigantic scope of the military 
educational plan for the Eighty-second 
division. 

While a large number of the instruc- 
tors of the various schools will be sol- 
diers, officials state that a number of 
civilian instructors will probably be 
asked by the members of the central] 
committee to render aid. Atlanta men 
and women have for some time past 
been engaged in educational work 
among the soldiers, and in all proba- 
bility these will remain at their tasks.

PRFENLEAF TO BE MADE 
|ARCEST MEDICAL CAMP 


Men From Next Draft Expect- 
ed to Boost the Number 
to 18,000. 


Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., January 9.— 
(Special.)—Camp Greenleaf, the medi-s 
cal training camp at Chickamauga 
Park, is destined to be the largest med- 
ical camp in the United States in the 
next few months. 

There are now about 5,000 men in 
the camp, including the officers in 
the officers’ training camp. Several 
thousand medical enlisted men aré ex- 
pected in the next few days from na- 
tional army cantonments throughout 
the country, and all the enlisted men 
assigned to the medical department 
from the next draft for the entire sec- 
tion éast of the Mississippi river, will 
be sent to Camp Greenleaf, according 
to Colonel Henry Page, medical corps, 
U. S. A., camp commandant. 

Assuming that the next draft will 
consist of 350.000 men, about 10 per 
cent of them will to the medical 
department, and at least half this num- 
ber will come frdédm the territory east 
of the Mississippi. This will mean that 
at least 18,000 men of the medical de- 
partment will go to Chickamauga Park 
from the next draft. With the 10,000 
men who will already be there, it will 
give this camp a strength of approxi- 
mately 30,000 men. 

It is confidently expected by those 
who are keeping in touch with happen- 
ings at Oglethorpe that all the regular 
regiments will have left the park by 
March 1, and the presumption is that 
this medical camp will occupy the can- 
tonments now occupied by the regulars, 
and no more line troops will be sent 
here. , 

The problem of quartering the five 
thousand men expected at the camp is 
now taking the attention of the offi- 
cers there, and it will probably be 
found necessary to put as many as pos- 


rsible in the old stables of the cavalry 


in Fort Oglethorpe proper. Some will 
have to be put in tents, temporarily, 
unti:i gome of the quarters now occu- 
piea by the line regiments are vacated 
The cantonment was originally de- 
signed to accommodate 43,000 men, but 
the capacity was much reduced when 
the surgeon general of the army in- 
sisted upon increasing the amount of 
floor space per man. 

Tl.e capacity now of the camp, includ- 
ing the medical officers’ training camp 
and the reserve officers’ training camp, 
is estimated at 30,000. It will require 
all of the buildings in the park to ac- 
commodate the men of the medical de- 
partment after thé next draft, and un- 
less rnore are started in the near fu- 
ture. it will mean that Chickamauga 
Park will cease to be a line camp and 
will hecome a medical camp exclusive- 
ly. This is doubted by some of the 
higher line officers at the post, but if 
the program as outlined by Colonel 
Page is carried out, there is no other 
solution.

to the cardinal principle of baseball, 
fair play. Such a case came up last 
summer in a game between the Wash- 
ington and Detroit teams of the Ameri- 
ean league. The game was played at 
Detroit and of course the final play had 
to be the deciding factor in the game. 

When Detroit came in for its last half 
ef the ninth inning the score was a 
tie, 1 to 1. George Burns, who hits 
them hard, was the first man up for 
the Tigers. He got one to his liking 
and hit the ball hard and fast to cen- 
ter field. Milan, who was playing that 
position for Washington, came in rather 
fast to handle the ball. Just as he got 
set for it, the old sphere took a bad 
bounce, hopped through Milan's legs 
and started merrily on its way to the 
flag pole in center field. Burns noticed 
iis as he neared first and went into 
ltigh, realizing that in all probability 
his wallop would mean the ball game. 

“Now Burns is not a fast man, and he 
played proper baseball by slowing up a 
bit as he neared third. To be thrown 
out at the plate would have been con-

It 
States that the base runner is out ifa 
coacher at third base touch or hold a 
base runner at third, or a base runner 
who is rounding third base for the 
home plate. George Hildebrand, who 
Knows the rule book as well as any 
man in the game, was the official who 
had to make the ruling on the Burns 
play. Hildebrand was down near third 
base at the time, carefully sizing up, 
the situation. He saw Cobb lay hands 
on Burns as he rounded third. He also | 
had his eye on the ball at the same 
time. No one disputes Mr. Hildebrand’s 
statement on this point, when he says 
that when\&Cobb touched Burns, Milan 
had not yet retrieved the ball; he was 
still in hot pursuit. It was apparent 
that it would be almost impossible to 
shoot a runner out at the plate under 
such conditions. 

When this rule was first placed in the 
code, a batsman hit the ball over the 
fence. Under the rules that entitled 
him to a home run provided he touch 
each base in proper order. As he 
rounded third, and was on his way 
home, the coacher jubilant over the 
wallop, touched said runner on. the 
back, simply as a sign ofsjoy. The um- 
pire called the batsman out. Naturaliy 
it caused some Kick. The next day 


to pay no attention to such action on 
the part of the coacher, 
chances for a play had ceased. Later 
the National league adopted a similar 
ruling. Hildebrand realized there was 
no chance to get Burns, and refused to 
strictly interpret the rule. He allowed 
the run.

Senators King, of Utah, ‘and Sherman, 
lof Illinois, also asked Senator Smith, 
of Arizona, in charge of the resolution, 
why it is any more necessary to have 
government control of print paper, for 
public safety and defense, than of any 
other business. Defending the resolu- 
tion proposed by the joint congression- 
al printing committee, Senator Smith 
said the print paper industry is trust- 
controlled, and that the government 
should intervene if the president be-, 
lieves it desirable.
